SLAVERY 


The Chinese system of Mui Tsai, or “child slavery,” as it is 
known at Home, was the subject of a heated debate in the House 
of Commong yesterday, when Sir John Simon, the Chairman of the 
Indian Statutory Commission, made a vigorous attack on the Gov- 
ernment of Hong Kong. . 

In the course of his speech Sir John dramatically produced a 
Chinese Bill of Sale concerning the purchase of a nine-year-old girl 
for $110. 

An equally vigorous defence of Hong Kong against these 
charges was made by Dr. Drummond Shiels, Colonial Under-Secre- 
tury, who declared that it was untrue to describe the conditions in 
Hong Kong as analogous to slavery. The number of Mui Tsai in 
the Colony had declined by 50 per cent. in the past eight years. 
He added that a Police Inspector was to be appointed solely for 
the investigation of Mui Tsai affairs,

The decline in the registration 
of the’ pumber of Mui Tsai in 
Hong Kong was due to the fact 
that the number of Mui Tsai de- 
clined by 50 per cent. in the past 
eight years.

DUTCH INDIES TEA. 


FUTURE REGARDED WITH 
FOREBODING. 

In_ their ceneral review of 

Netherlands-Indin teas in 1980 tho 


marks that, taken as a whole, re- 
sults might have been still moro 
unfavourable than proved to be the 
case. At the beginning of the year 
all producing countries were faced 
with an extremely weak statistical 
position, and, in consequence of 
this, various proposals as regarda 
restriction .were most carefully 
considered. -A scheme was even- 
tually drawn up, and the conse- 
quent diminution: of production 
haa held the ~ position more 
or jess stable; whereas, if no 
endzavour had been made to cur- 
tail supplies, the market would un- 
doubtedly have been in a disar- 
trous state. 

With the diminished buying 
power of the large consuming 
public, cheaper grades of tea have 
been more in demand, and it is to 
be feared that this will continue 
in the future. The industry may 
be considered fortunate, so far, in 
comparison with most other world 
products, which have suffered from 
a greater depreciation in values. 

During the last quarter of the 
year buying for the Australian 
market was affected by the finan- 
cial positian of that country. Fur- 
ther, in consequence of a duty of 
4d. per pound being placed on all 
tea imports in November, there 
was a noticeable lack of demand 
for good quality brokens, except at 
a considerable reduction in price, 


while, on the other hand, buyers 
were more actively interested In 
medium and common broken 
grades. 


The situation at the opening of 
the year 1931° presents a period of 
very’great uncertainty, and the 
future can: only be viewed with 
fereboding. The question of out- 
puts will be a vital one, and it is 
to be hoped that shipments to out- 
markets will show a further expan- 
sion, in order that terminal mar- 
kets (London and Amsterdam) 
may he relieved of shipments 
which find their way there when 
out-markets are weak. It is more 
necessary than ever, the review

Prisoners As

REGULATIONS WEAK. 


The escape from the prison of 
Evreaux of a convict named 
Delannoy, has lend to some curl- 
ous revelations concerning life in 
certain -provincial prisons in 
France. Delannoy walked out of 
his cell, and after opening two 
doors in‘ the corridor, climbed to 
freedom over the outer prison 
wall, which is eighteen feet high. 
The climb was comparatively 
easy with the aid of a rope, one 


held by someone outside the pri- 
son wall. or

He was driving a 
motor trolley going in an easterly 
direction, and on nearing a bad 
corner, defendant, who was driving 
in the opposite direction, came 
round at a very fast rate, and ac- 
tually on his extreme wrong side 
of the rond.
